One 
of his favorite places of study was 
on top of Round Mountain and 
until this day he has maintained 
his interest in that picturesque 
spot. Old times state that in those 
days, the front of The Chief of­ 
fice was often full of various 
kinds of rock. 
Dr. Hill left Comanche to study 
in Cornell University of New York 
and became the first Texan to 
obtain a college education in geo­ 
logy and to make that subject a 
profession.

When Pink Pettit takes the oath 
of office as Assessor-Collector of 
Taxes Monday, it will be the first 
time a Pettit has ever held a sal­ 
aried office of the county, al­ 
though the famny has been tax­ 
payers here for more than three- 
ijuarters of a century. 
J. P. 'Uncle John) Pettit set­ 
tled in Comanche County in 1857. 
He served with ranger forces dur­ 
ing the Civil War, and in late ’65 
or early 66 was married to C ath­ 
erine «Aunt Cat> Cox. and moved 
into what was for that time a 
t ommodious residence eleven mile?

For eighty one years the Pettits 
have been valued citizens of Co­ 
manche County, but not until l93e 
did a Pettit offer for a salaried 
office in this county.
